We are all very 
fortunate indeed to live in a county that has such an 
extensive public safety program. 

I have invited the Administer of Monroe County's 
Office of Emergency Preparedness, Muffy Meisen- 
zahl, to visit us and speak about OEP and the vari- 
ous services that they provide our community. I 
think her visit will be a real “eye-opener” for those 
who aren't too familiar with OEP and what they do. 
I for one have seen the OEP in action last year dur- 
ing the Ginna nuclear power plant drill and pre drill 
when I volunteered to participate by sending ATV 
pictures back to the command center at Westfall Rd. 
I was impressed to see what lengths civil servants 
and amateur radio volunteers go to in order to insure 
our safety. This was and is a prime example of 
amateur radio serving the community for the com- 
mon good.

It reports on the successful 
HF station that was operated under the RARA ban- 
ner. Both clubs made the 6 PM news on WHEC 
TV. 

The cooperation between members of these clubs 
brought the excitement of ham radio to hundreds of 
museum attendees. The Radio Coaches were busy 
at an adjacent table. These two exhibits comple- 
mented each other and resulted in an exhibit that 
was bigger than its parts. It was enjoyable to every- 
one. Hams at the Radio Coach exhibit were 
N2BEL, N2JAC, AB2ER, KB2ZFJ and W2SKY. 


The recent operation at the Rochester Museum 
and Science Center certainly helped get a lot of 
RDXA folks over their post-holiday blues. Over 
3000 people visited the museum during the 4 days 
of the Science and Technology Fair...many of whom 
stopped by the RDXA/RaRA display to have a look 
at Amateur Radio in action.

RARA RAG 20 Years Ago, 
January 1981

A very special program was provided this month, 
well remembered by this writer, as Mr. George Pe- 
ter, a research engineer from Cornell University, 
presented a slide program on the radio telescope 
facility at Arecibo, Puerto Rico. The venue is the 
Statesman Club on top of the downtown First Fed- 
eral building.

Lee 
Van Grol, WA2YEK, described the planned Febru- 
ary 14" RaRA Dinner Dance to be held at the Bea- 
han Party house with the Peter Matina orchestra.

684 members. The FCC issued a new form 610, 
which facilitates the new Phase three callsign 
changes. Applicants for the first time needed to 
indicate an option of keeping their old callsign when 
upgrading. Not doing so would automatically issue 
a new call. An OEP/RARA meeting resulted in 
RaARA being asked to provide communications to 
shelters in the event of a Ginna Power plant event 
evacuation. Len Gessin, WA2ZNC, writing under 
the heading R4R4 DX Award, reported that Nate 
Minosh, WB2LJG, was the winner. No other details 
were given and I do not believe there has been a 
RARA DX award since. Ed Holdsworth, N2EH, re- 
ported that RARA’s code and theory courses would 
start an Advanced class on February 11", taught by 
Harold Munday, KD2K. A long time advertiser was 
Harvey's Ham, of Caldonia, NY.

The following is the Board Of Directors response to 
the concern from Harold Smith, K2HC that was in 
the January RAG: 


The Board of Directors of RARA would like to 
thank you for taking the time to express your con- 
cerns in your letter of November 12". The Board 
always welcomes input from the members. 

The opinion of the Board is that we have. not 
changed any of the terms of membership as stated in 
Article I Section F of the RARA By-Laws. The ex- 
piration of the term of membership is October 31* 
as has always been stated on our membership cards 
and also on our membership applications. This is 
also what is stated in any articles in the RAG. This 
date has never been changed. The Board is also of 
the opinion that Article I Section F does not state 
that we are obligated to do anything for the member 
after that date. 

Article I Section G states that after December 31* 
the member will be ineligible to participate in cor- 
poration activities. It does not state that we have to 
send a copy of the R4G to the member. 

Article XI Section B states that the Board of Di- 
rectors will have final authority in matters relating 
to the scope and policy of the bulletin. The Board 
believes this covers their actions in not sending the 
RAG to those people who’s term of membership has 
expired on October 31%. 

The Board of Directors does make one modifica- 
tion to the membership term and that is to increase 
the term for those people paying after April 1* of 
any year. Rather than just saying that the dues pay- 
ment is for the balance of the current year we say 
that it covers the balance of the current year (2 is- 
sues of the R4G) and all of the following year. We 
feel this is only fair.

The surprise DX of the season has to be the sudden 
arrival of 3Y0C, Bouvet Island, on the bands. Bou- 
vet is #10 on the world’s most wanted list and as 
been causing a lot of commotion and QRM by too 
eager DX’ers. The operator at 3YOC is on the rare 
and exotic island as part of a scientific organization 
and is not a DXpedition. He can be found after- 
noons and evenings on 28.495 or 14.195 listening 
up, but only for a few more weeks. 

Another exciting DXpedition this month is Syria 
as YK9A. They will be QRV on all bands and 
modes for nine days starting February 3", Syria is 
#24 on the most wanted list for the US. QSL via 
K9LA. 

You may have heard a very active CE9/RIANF 
on the bands, especially 30 meters. He is Oleg and 
is on So. Shetlands Island. The 30 meter band has 
been very good for DX lately. Winter brings nice 
propagation and quiet conditions. Try it. 

The usually difficult pair of JD1’s on Minami 
Torishima or Ogasawara Islands, are both QRV at 
the moment. Look for Minami Torishima as 
JDIBCK on 21265 kHz starting 0700Z and JDIBIA 
on Ogasawara on 21260 kHz at around 0800. 

Another very active catch is Bangladesh, $21 YT, 
operating many modes and bands, QSL via 
JATKXD. 

This month’s contests are the CQ WW WPX 
RTTY February 10", the ARRL International DX 
CW weekend on Feb 17", and CQ 160 meter SSB 
on Feb 23". See QST, CQ or their web sites for 
details.

HANGBZHOU CITY, CHINA: The restructuring of 
the Chinese amateur radio license classes in 1997 
produced four distinct classes of privileges. 

The lowest class covers SWL only and is as- 
signed the prefix BG followed by a number series; 
China, like other countries, license radio receivers. 

The 2™ Class privilege limits power to 10 watts 
with CW operation on 7.040—7.060 Mhz and 
21.100—21.150 Mhz. SSB operation is limited to 
7.060-——7.120 Mhz. and 21.400—21.450 Mhz. The 
prefix for this class is BG. FM operation is allowed 
on 29.600 - 29.700 at the same power level; the pre- 
fix for this mode is BH. 

CW and SSB privileges for the 3" class operation 
are on frequencies that match the U.S. operation 
frequencies, although the SSB lower band edge fre- 
quencies match the European spectrum. For exam- 
ple, on 40 meters, the Chinese band covers 7.040— 
7.150 Mhz. The prefix for this license class is BD, 
and the power allowed is 100 watts. 

The 4" license class using a BA prefix, grants the 
same spectrum privileges as the 3" class with a 
power of 1.2 KW. Some of the larger cities, includ- 
ing here in Hangzhou, restrict the power. I visited 
BZSHAN's new apartment, examined the breaker 
box, and discovered that the main breaker is rated at 
only 24 AMPS. Shanghai, Beijing and other large 
population centers apply similar restrictions. 

A Chinese operator must operate for five years as 
a 2™ class licensee before taking the test for the 3“ 
class license. He then must operate for five more 
years as a 3“ class licensee before applying for 4% 
class privileges. A “long march” indeed, for those 
who aspire to the highest-class license. 

When I ask my Chinese amateur radio friends 
where most of the amateur activity is found in the 
country, they inform me that 40 meters is the band 
of choice. This is because many do not feel compe- 
tent with a foreign language, and use 40 meters as 
their national frequency.
